2. The 1 1 2, first paragraph enablement rejection of claims 1 -66, the 1 1 2, 
second paragraph rejection of claims 1-64, 66, and the 102 rejection over 
Hcaplus 1978: 546859 are withdrawn in light of applicant's amendment to the 
claims. Claims 87-96 are withdrawn from examination for being drawn to a non- 
elected claim.

6. Claims 51-54, 55, are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of 
improper dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a 
previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the 
claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in 
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independent form. In these claims, it states that R5 represents optionally 
substituted moieties, but the optional substituents are not specified as they are in 
claim 50. The definition of R5 in these dependent claims is broader than the 
definition of R5 in the parent claim. 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

8. Claims 50-64, 66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
proviso "R6 and R7 do not represent a hydrogen atom simultaneously" at claim 
50, line 1 1 , and everywhere else through out the claims is new matter because it 
is not disclosed anywhere in the specification.
